A. Fat was forbid upon a pure Phyfical Con- 
fideration, viz, as Maimonides inforais us, becaufe 
it is naufeous and hurtful to the Somach, and 
the Prohibition of it concerned only the Ifraelites, 
and them 1oo only in fome Particulars; But the 
Prohibition of Blood being grounded both upon 
Moral and Phyfical Reafons, was a long Time 
antecedent to this and obliges a!l Mankind. The 
one was taken off by Chrift, but the other ftill 
remains in Force. Thus Tertullian teftifies in his 
Book of Monogamy, In Chrift a2 Things are re- 
flored to their firft State; Faith # returned from 
Circumcifion to the Integrity of the Fiefh as st was at 
fir; Liberty of Meats, and Abftinence only from 
Blood, % now as it was at first ; Singlenefs of Mar- 
riage 6 now as was at firft.

A. What the Church of E»g/and teaches con- 
cerning Fafting , See Hom. 4th which is of Good 
Wrks. Orher Books of our own Writers, that 
treat more largely on this Subjet, are the follow- 
ing, Hammona’s Prattical Cate bifm B, 2. Se&. 12, 
B. 3 Sect 2. Taylor's H. living and dying Chap. 
4. Feanes of Fefivals, Bp. Gunning of Lent. Til- 
lorfon's Serm. 39. in the Folio; and Nel/on of the 
Feafls and F.fis of the Church, which isa very 
uleful Book, and more parricularly to be recom. 
mended to all chat wou'd pioufly obferve all folemn 
Seafons appointed by our Church, But che Que. 
rift cannor be ignorant how thefe Seafons are ro be 
religionfly obferved, if he knows in general what 
the Dury of Fafting imply’s, and upon what occa- 
fions the Church firft appointed fome particular 
Days and Seafons for this purpofe. He ought to 
know then that a Faft for che Day implics a coral 
Abftinence from Meat for thar Day, befides a de- 
vout Humiliation of the Soul before God in Pray. 
ers, Confeffions and Contrition for Sin. If the Faft 
be for a longerSeafon, as inLene or theEmber-Week, 
a total Abftinence from Food, being impracticable, 
we are only obliged to a more {paring and delici- 
ous Dier. For fuch was the Practice of the Pri- 
mitive Church as Epiphanius teftifieth, who {peak- 
ing againft thofe who abufed the Seafons of Faft- 
ing faith, “* On Church fafting Days, and efpeci- 
“ally the Week before Ea/ter, when with us Cu- 
“ ftom admitreth nothing but lying down upon 
“ the Earth, Abftinence from flethly Delights and 
“ Pleafures, forrowfulnefs, dry and unfavoury Di. 
“ er, Prayer, Watching, Fafting, all the Medi- 
“© cines which holy Affections can minitter, they 
“ rife betimes to furfeit themfelves with luxurious

** Bangnets, and when rheir Veins are well {wolln, 
““hey make themfelves merry with laughing ar 
“‘ this our Service, wherein we are petfuaded we 
“ pleafe God. We hall obferve farther by way 
of caution to the Querift, that Fafting does nor 
confift ina bare Abftmence: from: Fleth, and all 
Things that belong to Beth, and yer ating plentiful- 
ly of other Difhes, {uch as delicious Faith, Aromatick 
Roots, and drinking the beft Wines. Thefe Su- 
perftitious Currupticns of Fafting introduced Ly 
the Church of Rom-, ought to be exploded by ail 
fincere Chriftians, who are notcontented with 
meer Sophiftica! trieks for evading that which is 
alone fubftancia!l and cifectuai in Abtiftian Duries. 
As for she oceafions ot Srft infticuung the ‘Times 
of Fafting now in ule, which it is coavenient for 
every One to know, that wou'd duly obferve them, 
we muft refer she Querift for Intermation 16 the 
Book laft recommended, unlefs we have fome o- 
ther Opportuniyy cf treating of. them.

fhorily to march towards Saxony; That the Turks 
ftill continue refolved to condu& the King of Swe- 
eden with 240000 Men, into his own Dominion. 
From Paris, thac Marfhal Villers was retarned to 
Court from Flanders, whether the Officers were
